once gained, hla heart, hla efforts and hta for- 
tune wore at command. Neither secret nor 
open enemies; neither direct charges, nor anon- 
ymous revelations could disturb his friend-

or expeditions ho seldom made an error 
of judgment. To Sherman and Rhoridau he 
gave unstinted praise.

from envy or jealousy, no enthusiastic in hla 
admiration of theso lieutenants, that he 
awarded to them the larger share of credit for 
the ultimate triumph of tho Union cause.

and troubles, 


whon he was treading with untrained steps 
amid the quicksands of political aud buslneM 
life 
Though he commanded forces more nu- 


merous, and maneuvered thero over a territory 
moro extensive than any general iu wars among 
civilized nations; though his campaign resulted 
in the capture of all tho armies opposed to him, 
and the submission of all the hostile states and 
people, yet some foreign military writers of 
eminence hare assigned the higher rank among 
great captains to Lee But their judgment is 
bianod, M with Woolesly, by service on his 
staff, or by enmity to the great republic. 


It la the fate of the defeated aide in civil w&rs 


that one leader represents the lost cause, and 
»11 others are buried In oblivion. The world 
reckons little, and remembers less, thow who 
teprewnt dead IMQM or disastrous revolts. 
The civil aUte of tlie confederacy will Oil a umall 
•pftmtohtotar^batttMrmrd of tta military 


resenttttivos will bo, not Joffersou Davis, but 
Gen Leo. No indefensible cause evor had so 
good a defender 
as this conscientious and

he gave to the service of the confedercy the 
prestige of a patriotically historic name, tho 
highest personal character, and military genins 
of the first oidor, For three years ho baffled 
the plans or routed the armies of successive 
union commanders It la true, that ho had 
fewer men, and more limited resources; it ie 
true that be utilized hia opportunities with thu 
rarest skill and wisdom, but it is also true with 
interior lines and a friendly population a gen- 
eral has great advantages. It neither detracts 
from the fame, nor impairs tho estimate of this 
consummate soldier, that be waa boaten by 
Grant. Great as ho was, he had mot n greater 


The cnlminafcinET triumph of Gen Grant waa 
that to received and returned the sword oi 
Lee". The one act typified the victory and per- 
petuity of the Union, and the othor that its de- 
fenders forover afte- would bo those who with 
equal and urequaled courage, hud fought to 
save, and to destroy it. 


Grant's claims upon tho gratitude of his coun- 


trymnn aro many. He will have peculiar re- 
membrance for having with President Lincoln, 
immediately recognized that the republic must 
live as tho fathers had founded it American 
liberty 
Is entrenched in tho indissoluble 


Union of sovereign states, aud cannot exist 
with subject provinces Abovo Bolmont and 
Douelaon; above Shllohand Vicksburgh, abovo 
tho campaign in tho wost, and Appomattox iu 
the eitat, rise tho inestimable aorvicoH which he 
rendered In tho peace and reunion of his coun- 
try, when bo threw himso'if aud hia fame be- 
tween President Andrew Johnston's scheme ol 
vengeance i«id the confodeiato loaders he hnd 
paroled, and when again he throntenod to draw 
his sword to prevent a transfer by tho aamu 
prceidout to tho same leaders, of tho powor 
they had lost, and tho government thoy hod 
tried to U ostroy. 


Tho most brilliant; jowels in bis crown ol 


glory will bo, that though a conque-or in the 
field, lie counseled through life, and advised 
with hlH pen whon hi bis last hours bin voice 
had failed, peace and reconciliation among liis 
countrymen, and that though a soldier presi- 
dent, he successful ly demonstrated the Justice 
and wiadom of settlmgdlsputesnmongnations, 
not by war, bat by arbitration. 


Tho tendrils of loyalty and lovo stretch from

Tho members of tho Grand Army of tho 


Republic who havo (,'oue before, and thojo who 
are here awaiting the fmmmoiis, prosuut arms 
to-day to tho memory of thoir Old Commander 
This imperial city pioudly and affectionately 
assumes tho custody of bin remains Tho peo- 
ple called from the absorbing caros of life by 
his natal day and this solemn ceremony, take 
up again their burdens with lighter hearts, nnd 
brighter hopes for their children and their chil- 
dren's children, bocaiHu of tho career and the

ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY PERSONS 


Injured and Sent to Hospitals as the 


Result of a Mad Rush From a Burn- 


ing Theater—The Times An- 


nex Burned. 


iliT.ADEr.riilA, April 28.—At 7:50 last 


night thu Btutfo hands of the Central 
theater Imil all the preparations made, 
for the performance of tlie ''Devil's 
Auction" and ono of the attaches was 
in the act of lighting the gas jets over- 
head, known us tho border lights. 
While passing tlio torchlight along the 
second row of lights a suspended scene 
became ignited and in an instant the 
entire loft was an immense blaze. 


The alarm was at once given, and all 


tlio stage hands did their best to 
smother the flames, but the lire spread 
too rapidly 
Charley Yale, the 
man- 


ager of Mr Gilmore's enterprises, was 
near the spot where the fire oiigmated, 
and speedily threw open all tin1 exits 
of the auditorium und rushed to the of- 
fice in the second floor of the Walnut 
street side of the theater, and just had 
time enough to close the safe, when the 
smoke aud ilames drove him from the 
room to the fire escape on the f ran t 
wall. 


At this honr (1 a m.) careful esti- 


mates places the entire loss at over 31,- 
000,000 and it is said that the insurance 
will not i each J400,000 
The fire is one 


of the most sensational which has ever 
occurred in this city. 


At 8 o'clock Oilmore's Central theater, 


the most popular variety theater in the 
city was crowded, the attraction being 
tho "Devil's Auction." While the or- 
ihestra was playing the overture a 
stage hand was startled by the discov- 
ery of fire in the Jlics. A sky border 
had swung against one of the bonier 
lights and in an instant a sheet of llame 
swept^ovcr the sfelge. The inflammable 
scenery caught like tinder and almost 
before the alarm could be given the 
stage was a mass of ilre. 


Half-dressed chorus girls and actors 


made a wild rush for life and sought to 
reach the street. Those on the stage 
easily escaped but those in the dressing 
rooms under and above the stage liad a 
hard struggle for life. As they rnshod 
from their dressing room they were met 
at every turn by the tlames and many 
Iwwl narrow escapes. A number of the 
women fainted aud were carried into 
tlu> street almost at the cost of their hvei 
and those of the rescuers 
All of them 


lost everything except their costumes 
which they had on at the moment the 
(Ire started. 


In the front of the house the first 


warning received was from the crier on 
the stage, which was followed by a 
burst of smoke and a tongue of flame 
which swept through the proscenium 
arch. "Fire" resounded on every side, 
and there was a rush for the doors 
Men, women and boys were borne 
down and crushed to the iloor in the 
fight to reach safety 
In the top gal- 


lery the rush was the worst, as the 
staircase leading to the street is narrow 
and tortuous. 
At the Walnut-street 


front are improved fire escapes and 
hundreds reached the street by them. 
Hundreds more were, however, tram- 
pled nuder foot, crushed and bruised 
into insensibility and left lying in the 
burning theater. 


The force of officers on the spot 


worked like beavers, and an alarm had 
been quickly followed by a second. 
The police and firemen began work at 
once and brought oxit those who had 
been injured and left to perish. Many 
were found to be but slightly injured, 
and took care of themselves as best they 
could, for there were too many who 
needed medical aid at once to provide 
for. 
Ambulances from the Jefferson, 


Pennsylvania, Uahnemaun and Univer- 
sity hospitals were promptly on the 
ground, and aided by the police wagons 
carried about 130 injured to the hospit- 
als. 
The Pennsylvania hospital alooe 


received forty, and at midnight had 
thirty-eight of the injured in the ward. 


The flames spread like wildfire and 


in an incredibly short time the rear 
of the theater w as n mass of seething 
flames which shot high into the air. 


Directly in the rear of the Central 


theater and fronting on .Sansom street 
was the eight-story Times annex, separ- 
ated from the theater only by a few 
feet of spacH. As the flames shot up 
*K.- ««i~» \.he wall and burst through 


the windows and that too was doomed. 


When the alarm was g^yen the whole 


force of the Times was at work. The 
compositors were on the top floor and 
the editorial and entire staff on the 
seventh floor. Ample time was af- 
forded for escape and the employes 
had 
no 
troxxble- in 
leaving 
the 


building in safety. The Times' edito- 
rial rooms were elegantly fitted up and 
a valuable library occupied a section of 
the floor. Everything was eaten up by 
the fire which, while it made very slow 
progress in the Times building was no 
less effective. 


At the southwest corner of Ninth 


and Walnut, is tho historic old Waluut- 
street theater, where u largo audience 
had assembled to see a comedy 
When 


the alarm was given Business Manager 
Simpson decided instantly to dismiss 
tho assemblage with thu assurance th it 
tickets would be redeemed. 


Manager Price, wishing to avoid u 


panic, announced that owing to tho 
continued illness of one of the actors*, 
no performance would be given to- 
night. The audience left the theater 
iu order and no aci'ident oecuired. 


The firemen, of whom there was a 


big force could do nothing to save the 
Central theater, for tho fight in that 
direction was hupulesb and they turned 
their attention to saving the huvrouud- 
ing property. 


The flames spread to Poulsuifs roi- 


ttiurwut, which adjoins the theater, to 
Tag-hurt's Times, awl tin- roofs of the 
btijres on Eighth street also caught. 


For a time it looked as if the whole 


square would go 
Sansom street is 


narrow aud from the burning Tunes 
building tlie flames swept across and 
hct fire to the store of 
M, M Waua- 


maker & Co , which fronts on Chest- 
nut street 
The ilames in 
Wana- 


maker's were, however, kept from 
spreading 
and finally extinguished, 


but not until considerable damage had 
been d«»no 
Tlie Times' tuinex, 
how- 


ever, could not be saved anil by 11 
o'clock was a mass of ruins, the front 
wall having tumbled into Sansom street. 


In the "Devil's Auction" company 


were forty people, eighteen men and 
twenty-Uv o women. The stage manager 
of the company reports that all aic ac- 
counted for 
Some are, however, badly 


bruibod and lost their street clothing1 
and valuables 


The rush down the lire escape was 


tin il ling 
Like rats the men and boys 


of the ga Hones rolled and tumbled 
down, with an oucusicnaUlntehatarod 
or support to stay their flight. Many 
fell with but few pauses in their jour- 
ney, and landed on tho side walk with 
broken limbs and other injurieb 
It is 


miraculous that none were killed. 


At the hospitals were the injured 


were taken erowds hung around, tho 
gates and sought for information of 
fi lends or relatives n ho \vere supposed 
to have been in the theater when the 
fire broke, out, while the streets in tho 
vicininity of the burning 
buildings 


were crowded with poople the excite- 
ment being intense until long after 
midnight ^

The excitement was great among the 


ticket scalpers in Chicago Toeaday, whea 
they made the discovery that the grand 
jury in the Criminal Court of Cook county 
would make an effort to find out why 
they are openly and persistently viola- 
ting the state law whioh prohibits the 
sale of railroad tickets by persona not 
regularly appointed agents of the rail- 
roads. 
The first intimation of what was 


in the wind was given when the pas- 
senger and ticket men of the various 
railroads were summoned to 
appear 


before the grand jury m the Criminal 
court. Most ot the railroad officials cited 
to appear as witnesses are connected with 
Western roads and every one of them ap- 
peared to be ignorant of what was wanted 
ot him. 
Who instigated the investiga- 


tion is not positively known, but it is 
believed that the Eastern and Western 
roads who lately combined to stop com- 
mission payments are the prosecutors. 
If this combination is composed of the 
leading Eastern and Western roads it has 
the means and power to make it hot tor 
tbe scalpers who persist in doing buei- 
neEB in violation of the state law prohib- 
iting ticket scalping, and the opinion 
prevails that most of these scalpers will 
be indicted.
